The New National Guard Law. 


A brief review <if the salient features 


of the new batrtJhal guard law will 
show exactly what congress has done 
for the defense of the nation. It pro- 
vides that the militia shall consist of 


ablebodied 
citizen which is 


more" than 18 and less thctn 45 years 
of age. Government officials and mem- 
bers of any well organised religious 
sect or organization at pierent, whose 
creed forbids its members to partic- 
ipate ill war are exempt from military 
service. The organization, armament 
and discipline of the militia will be the 
same as that o£ the regular army. 
When the United. States is invaded or 
in danger of invasion from any for- 
eign nation or of re-hellion against the 
authority of the United States, or the 
president is unable with other forces 
at his command to execute the laws of 
the union. It is lawful-for the president 
to call forth, for a period not exceed- 
ing nine months, the 
militia force 


deemed necessary to icpel the Invasion 
suppress a rebellion, or enable him to 
execute the laws. He is vested with 
the authoiitv to send the troops from 
one state to another to suppress riots 
which the local authorities gannot con- 
trol. 


Apportioned Among the States. 


When the militia of more than one 


stafe is needed the president may. In 
his discretion, 
apportion the force 


among the states. When in actual ser- 
vice the militia will receive the same 
pay as the regulars. Every officer or 
lain who is tound fit for duty after 
the president calls the troops in the 
field will be rourt-martuiled if he re- 
fuses to present himself. 


There will be 
appointed adjntant 


geneial for every state, who will re- 
port to the serretaiy of war the con- 
dition of the militia and make obser- 
vations for the information of con- 
gress.

The president 
may authorize persons from this class 
to attend and pursue a regular course

No person will be commissioned a

GREEN PEAS. 


Ways' in Which to Prepare Popular 


Spring Vegetable. 


If peas are fresh-picked do not shell 


them until ready to cook. Then slight- 
ly salt and sweeten the water, hav- 
ing it boiling hot. Drop the peas in 
slowly through the fingers so the wa- 
ter will not stop boiling. Let them 
cook uncovered so they will keep their 
color and flavor. When they are ten- 
der—twenty minutes should be suffi- 
cient time—take them up with a lit- 
tle liquor in which they are boiled, 
butter and pepper them and add a lit- 
tle sweet cream, heated. The cream 
may be omitted but is a great im- 
provement. Omit the sugar if the peas 
are young and Just feathered. A sprig, 
of mint or parsley may be added. The 
pods if fresh and tender may be stew-

Bill Against Harkradsr. 


Edley H. McCoole,. the man who kill- 


ed W. G. McNeir, was indicted for 
murder in this county. Taking an av- 
erage of all the indictments returned 
by the grand jury McCoole's indict- 
ments cost the county only J37.BO.
